U.S, MARINES WITH 
COLDSTREAMS, - 


~ DESULTORY. FIRING. 


History was ‘made Tuesday 


night (says the Shanghai Timea of. 
March 24th,) when the American 
Marines, famous fighting men of 
‘the United States, reinforeed the 
crack Coldstream Guards ‘of Eng- 
land and fired shoulder to shoulder 
with them during the night in the 


_| general defence of the post at the 


Markham Road Bridge over Soo- 
chow Creck. oe 


Late on Tuesday night word was 
received at the Headquarters of 
the U. S. Marine Corps, 98 Sinza 
Road, a short distance from the 
Markham Rond Bridge, that a mob 
of Chinese. civilians, and Cantonese 
soldiers. were preparing to charge 
the parmiends; which was held by 

uards, . 


Fire Returned, 


The Commandant of the Amert- 
cah Marines promptly sent all 
available American Marines to the 
bridge. Throughout the night 


Guardsmen and the’ Marinea re- 
turning shot for shot, but appar- 
ently word had reached the Chin- 
ese that on the south side of the 
creek banded together ag one, 
stood members of the two most 
famous fighting organizations of 
modern times, the’ Coldstradm 
Guards and the American Marines. 
ALL through the long hours of 
tha night Guardsmen stood he- 
hind sand bag barricades with |' 
U. S. Marines, but the expected 
attack never materialized. When 
4 shot rang out from the Chinese 


side and a bullet’zipped over the. 


barbed-wire barricades, occasion- 
aly striking the sandbags, the fire 
was 
a Marine. 


Attack Expected, 


Late on the following morning 

a detachment of 200 uniformed 
Cantonese soldiers was sighted 
marching past the bridge on the 
Chinese side. The Cantonese 
were heavily armed. and it was 
thought for a time that, an_attack 
might be launched on the bridge. 
On the Settlement side of the 
bridge the Coldstream Guards and 
the Marines were ready, but the 
Cantonese soldiers filed past, look- 
ing neither to the left or right 
and without firing a shot. 

‘In the afternoon a mob of Chi- 
‘nese civilians stormed the bar- 
ricendes at the bridge, but the 
gituation was easily handled by 
the Coldstream Guards. The 
Marines, in the meantime, ‘had 
been withdrawn. During the day 
hundreds of civilians were permit- 
ted-to enter the International Sct- 
tlement over the Markham Road 
Bridgé, but in each instance the 
civilians were carefully searched 
befdre being: allowed to proceed. 

Search Civilians. 


The search of civilians réaulted 


on five. They were arrested and 
the arms confiscated. On the 
North side of the bridge the 
Guardsmen noticed two Chinese 
youths, neither more than 15 
years old, armed with . bayonets 
but no rifles, patrolling back and 
forth and ocecasionally threnatén- 
ing pedestrians.’ It is bellaved that 
the youtha wero posted there’ by. 
the Cantonese, as the .civillans 
seemed to be in great fear of them, 
despite the fnct that they were 
armed with but bayonets. ; 
Shortly before 10 a.m., a bullet 
fired-from a building on the Ch{- 
nese ‘aids of Soochow Creek struck 
tho. steel helmet_of a member of 
the Coldstream Guards.

Whoero a car is sold on ap- 
proval, a private person will 
somotimos let the prospective 
buyer use it for a few days to seo 
how he likes it before deciding to 
Buy. If, thon, the car-is stolen 
or destroyed, or oither party 
meets with financial disaster, bo- 
fore the buyer has, made his de- 
cision known to the seller, how 
is it to bo said in whom the pro- 
porty ie vested? Ifa timo limit for 
approval had been fixed, tho pro- 
perty would havo passod on tho 
oxpiration of that limit if tho car 
wero not  roturned .”, before. 
Similarly it would pass on tho 
] lapse of a roasonablo timo ‘if no 
limit wero fixed. ‘The Act also}; 
says that the proporty will pass 
when tho buyor “ signifies his ap- 
proval or accoptanco or othorwise 
adopts the transaction.’

Tf, ‘however, the seller is ono 
whose business is tho solling of 
cirs, and buyor makes known to 
him the purpose for which he re- 
quires the vehicle in such a ‘way 
as to show that ho ‘relics on the 
soller’a skill and judgment, the 
sollor is bound to-seo that the oar 
said is suitable for that purpose. 
This is ‘an‘implied. warranty 
which is provided for by the Act

MARINE ENGINES. 


Motor Power in Coastal 
Fishing Craft. 


For somo past considerable 
anxioty has boon felt on account 
of tho scarcity’ of fish irimedi- 
atoly around the Const‘ of the 
British Isles and this year the 
Board of Trade reports a con- 
sidorable ‘drop in the-volume of 
tho trade. It is becoming more 
and more apparent that nothing 
which scionce can offer, to im- 
provo matters must be noglectod, 
Tho Ailsa Craig Motor Company, 
Ltd., of Chiswick, London ‘whosa 
Marine Motor Engines ‘area ox- 
tonsively used in fishing craft all 
over the world, have. recently 
made a further investigation into 
tho use, of motor power among 
the ‘boats of tho Coastal Fishing 
Fleets.

| Useful Suggestions, 


BY ISRAEL KLEIN. 


Vibration is one of the faults 
arising in the moving parts’of the 
car, that makes driving uncom- 
fortable. : ' 

The’ primary ‘seat ‘of:vibration 
is in the ongine—the crankshaft 
especially, 
succeeded in cutting this down 
almost to a minimum. Thoy 
have added bearings to keep the 
crankshaft from whipping. They
